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REMARKS 



1, The Office Action states, in Sections 1-3, that: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 USC 121: 

I, Claim 1, 2, and 4-13, drawn to a motorized 

f losser/brush, classified in class 132, subclass 322. 

II. CI aim 3 and 14—20, drawn to a handle, classified in 
class 81, subclass 489. 

The inventions are distinct, restriction for 

examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant would like to restrict to Group I of the invention for 
examination purpose and has amended Claims 1-20 accordingly to 
implement this restriction. 

2. The Office Action states, in Sections 4-5, that: 

Further, if applicant elects Group I it contains claims 
directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species A, drawn to Figures 1-5. 

Species B, drawn to Figures 6-10. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none of the 
claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement 
must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of 
all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable 
or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 
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Applicant would like to elect Species B including Figures 6-10. 
Applicant has amended independent Claim 2 and its dependent 
Claims 9-13 and 20 to reflect such election. Meanwhile, 
Applicant has amended Claim 1, as well as its dependent claims 
3-8 and 14-19, to form generic claims - 

In summary, Applicant gratefully acknowledges Examiner's 
detailed explanations in the Office Action. Applicant has 
elected Group I of the invention to be examined. Also, 
Applicant has elected Species B drawn to Figures 6-10 as a 
single species to meet the requirement of 35 U.S. C. 121. 
Reconsideration and allowance of the above referenced 
application are thus respectfully requested.
